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GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 6, 2018 Ci Y CLE RK

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 8, ARTICLE 1, SECTION 8-34, SPECIFIC
MAXIMUM SPEEDS ESTABLISHED - SCHEDULE J OF THE TERRE HAUTE CITY CODE.

WHEREAS, 1.C. § 9-21-5-6(a) provides that whenever a local authority determines that
the established maximum permitted speed is greater than reasonable and safe, the local authority

may determine and declare a reasonable and safe maximum speed limit; and,

WHEREAS, the City Engineer’s Office has evaluated the area and is in support of a
speed limit decrease; and,

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Terre Haute wishes to reduce the
maximum speed limit from 30 MPH to 25 MPH on Miller Drive.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL of the City of Terre Haute, Indiana:

Section 1. Terre Haute City Code, Chapter 8, Article 1, Section 8-34, Specific Maximum
Speeds Established — Schedule J, is hereby amended by inserting the following text as follows:

32a [Miller Dr. 25 MPH

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this
ordinance are hereby repealed.

Section 3. If any section, clause, provision, or portion of this ordinance is adjudged
unconstitutional or invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder of this ordinance
shall not be affected thereby.

Section 4. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage by
the Common Council of Terre Haute, Indiana and approval of the Mayor and publication as
required by law.
